MEMORANDUM  ON  THE  LUNACY  ACTS  AMENDMENT 

BILL.  [h.l.] 


The  principal  objects  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill  are — 

I.  To  furnish  safeguards  against  the  improper  confinement  of 
persons  as  lunatics. 

II.  To  put  a stop  to  the  system  of  single  patients,  except  in  the 
case  of  lunatics  so  found  by  inquisition,  and  to  prevent  the  establish- 
ment of  any  new  licensed  houses. 

III.  To  give  facilities  for  the  medical  treatment  of  persons  who 
desire  to  submit  to  treatment  and  of  idiot  and  imbecile  children. 

IY.  To  enable  public  asylums  to  be  provided  for  the  reception  of 
lunatics  not  paupers. 

V.  To  give  increased  powers  to  the  court  for  administering  the 
property  of  lunatics. 

VI.  To  make  certain  amendments  in  detail,  with  a view  to  a 
consolidation  of  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

The  Bill  adopts  in  the  main  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Lunacy  Law  in  the  year  1878. 

I.  The  principle  of  the  Scotch  procedure  has  been  adopted  with 
somewhat  fuller  elaboration  of  details.  The  Bill  provides  (section 
two)  for  the  appointment  of  special  justices  to  make  orders  for  the 
reception  of  lunatics  not  paupers,  and  (section  three),  except  in  cases 
of  urgency,  a person  not  a pauper  is  not  to  be  confined  as  a lunatic 
without  an  order  of  a county  court  judge,  stipendiary  magistrate, 
or  justice,  to  be  obtained  upon  a petition  presented,  if  possible, 
by  a relative  and  accompanied  by  two  medical  certificates.  Provision 
is  made  to  secure  privacy,  and  in  order  to  give  the  county  court 
judge,  magistrate,  or  justice  something  more  than  “ merely 
ministerial  ” functions  in  cases  which  require  investigation,  be  is 
empowered,  if  he  considers  the  statements  in  the  medical  cer- 
tificates unsatisfactory,  to  make  inquiries,  and,  if  he  thinks  it 
necessary,  to  visit  the  alleged  lunatic. 

In  urgent  cases  (section  four)  a patient  may  be  confined  upon 
an  order  by  a relative,  accompanied  by  one  medical  certificate  ; but 
in  that  case  a petition  for  an  order  must  be  presented  to  a county 
court  judge,  stipendiary  magistrate,  or  justice  within  seven  days, 
and  the  urgency  order  remains  valid  only  for  the  seven  days  or 
so  long  as  the  petition  is  pending. 

Sections  six,  seven,  and  eight  are  intended  to  secure  that  the 
medical  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  disinterested  persons. 
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The  power  of  an  “ officiating  clergyman  ” and  overseer  to  confine 
a pauper  patient  is  taken  away  (section  ten),  and  provision  is  made 
to  prevent  the  improper  confinement  of  lunatics  in  workhouses 
(section  thirteen). 

A report  upon  every  private  patient  (section  twenty-one)  is  to  he 
sent  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  within  a month  after  the 
patient’s  reception  as  a lunatic,  and  a visit  is  to  he  made  to  the 
patient  as  soon  as  possible.  If  the  patient  is  found  to  he  impro- 
perly detained  he  is  to  be  discharged.  Patients  in  hospitals  and 
licensed  houses  beyond  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Commis- 
sioners are  to  be  visited  by  the  medical  visitor  appointed  for  the 
county  or  borough,  and  provision  is  made  for  his  remuneration 
(section  forty-four  (3),  (4)  ). 

At  the  end  of  three  y£ars  after  the  reception  of  a patient,  and  at 
the  end  of  every  subsequent  year,  a special  report  is  to  be  made  on 
his  case  (section  twenty-two).  If  no  report  is  made  the  order  for  his 
detention  comes  to  an  end.  If  the  report  is  not  satisfactory  the 
patient  is  to  be  visited,  and  if  it  is  thought  proper  discharged. 

Any  person  may  apply  to  the  Commissioners  for  authority  to  have 
a patient  medically  examined  with  a view  to  his  discharge  if  his 
detention  should  prove  improper  (section  thirty). 

Encouragement  is  given  to  the  relatives  of  a pauper  lunatic  to 
take  charge  of  the  lunatic  by  allowing  the  visitors  of  the  asylum 
to  pay  for  the  lunatic’s  maintenance  while  under  the  care  of  his 
relatives  (section  thirty-two). 

Power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  to  make  inquiries  as  to 
persons  who  are  treated  as  lunatics  in  charitable  and  religious  estab- 
lishments and  in  the  houses  of  persons  who  derive  no  profit  from 
the  charge  (section  thirty-three). 

II.  After  the  passing  of  the  Act,  no  order  is  to  be  made  for  the 
reception  of  a lunatic  as  a single  patient  unless  he  is  a lunatic  so 
found  by  inquisition  (section  twenty-six  (1) ). 

The  powers  of  the  Commissioners  over  single  patients  (sections 
twenty-six,  twenty-seven)  and  their  powers  of  discharge  and 
removal  are  enlarged  (sections  twenty -three,  twenty-four). 

No  new  license  is  to  be  granted  for  a house  for  the  reception  of 
lunatics  (section  forty-three). 

III.  Persons  who,  though  not  of  unsound  mind,  are  desirous  of 
submitting  to  medical  treatment  may  be  received  as  boarders  in 
hospitals  and  licensed  houses  (section  thirty-one). 


Ill 

Institutions  for  the  training  of  idiot  and  imbecile  infants  are 
recognised  and  exempted,  under  proper  safeguards,  from  the  general 
law  as  to  lunatics  (section  thirty-four). 

IV.  Persons  not  paupers  may  he  received  in  county  and  borough 
asylums  upon  special  terms,  and  the  justices  of  counties  and  boroughs 
are  authorised  to  provide  accommodation  for  lunatics  not  being 
paupers  either  by  enlarging  existing  asylums  or  by  establishing  new 
asylums  (sections  fifty-six,  fifty-seven,  fifty-eight). 

Justices  are  also  empowered  to  purchase  licensed  houses  (section 
fifty-eight  (2)  ). 

Powers  are  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  State  to  enforce 
proper  provision  being  made  in  counties  and  boroughs  for  the 
accommodation  of  lunatics,  including  lunatics  not  paupers,  (sections 
sixty,  sixty-one). 

V.  Power  is  given  to  the  court  to  appoint  a committee  of  the 
estate  only  of  a person  who,  upon  inquisition,  is  found  capable  of 
managing  himself,  but  incapable  of  managing  his  affairs  (section 

forty). 

Although  under  the  existing  law  a person  may  be  deprived  of  his 
personal  liberty  upon  an  order  signed  by  a relation  and  two  medical 
certificates,  there  is  no  power  (except  in  cases  under  two  thousand 
pounds  or  one  hundred  pounds  a year)  to  protect  and  administer  his 
property  without  the  expensive  procedure  of  an  inquisition.  This  is 
amended  by  giving  power  to  the  J udge  in  Lunacy  to  exercise  all  the 
powers  over  the  property  of  a person  confined  under  order  and 
certificates,  or  incapacitated  by  age  and  infirmity,  which  he  could 
exercise  upon  inquisition  found  (section  forty-one). 

VI.  The  Bill  makes  a large  number  of  miscellaneous  amendments 
which  the  practical  working  of  the  Acts  has  shown  to  he  desirable. 
Of  these  the  most  important  are — 

a.  As  to  the  letters  of  patients  (section  thirty- eight). 

b.  Amendments  as  to  licensed  houses  (section  forty-four). 

c.  Amendments  as  to  asylums  (section  sixty-five). 

d.  The  provisions  for  the  registration  of  hospitals  where  lunatics 

are  received  (sections  forty-six  to  fifty-four). 

e.  Power  to  retake  lunatics  escaping  into  IreJand,  Scotland,  or 

England  (sections  sixty-six,  sixty-seven,  sixty-eight,  sixty- 
nine). 

Power  has  also  been  taken  to  amalgamate  the  lunacy  departments 
if  it  is  found  expedient  to  do  so  (section  seventy-four). 

A Bill  consolidating  the  existing  enactments  has  been  prepared 
and  printed  for  convenience  of  reference  as  to  the  existing  law, 
with  a view  to  the  ultimate  incorporation  with  it  of  the  Amend- 
ment Bill.

INTITULED 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Acts  relating  to  Lunatics. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to 
Lunatics : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
5 and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

1. — (1.)  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1886,  and  shall  come  into  operation,  save  as  in  this 
Act  otherwise  expressly  provided,  on  the  first  day  of  January  one 
10  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  herein-after  referred  to 
as  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 

(2.)  This  Act  may  be  repealed  or  amended  by  any  Act  passed  in 
the  present  session  of  Parliament. 

(3.)  Save  as  in  this  Act  otherwise  expressly  provided,  this  Act 
15  shall  not  extend  to  Scotland  or  Ireland. 

2. — (1.)  The  justices  of  every  county  and  borough,  at  their 
Michaelmas  general  or  quarter  sessions  to  be  held  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six  and  in  every 
succeeding  year,  shall  appoint  out  of  their  own  body  as  many  fit 
20  and  proper  persons  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  exercise  during 
the  ensuing  year  within  the  county  and  borough  respectively,  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  Act  upon  justices  of  the  peace  in  relation 
to  orders  for  the  reception  of  lunatics  not  being  paupers.  In 
making  such  appointments  the  justices  of  every  county  shall 
25  have  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  petty 
sessional  division  thereof. 

(2.)  If  in  any  county  or  borough  the  justices  shall  omit,  either  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six  or  in  any 
subsequent  year,  to  make  any  such  appointments,  it  shall  be 
30  lawful  for  the  Lord  Chancellor,  by  writing  under  his  hand,  to  make 
the  same ; and  if,  on  any  representation  made  to  him  that  the 
(12.)  A. 
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number  of  justices  so  appointed  for  any  county  or  borough  is  at 
any  time  insufficient,  the  Lord  Chancellor  shall  be  satisfied  that 
such  representation  is  well  founded,  he  shall  have  power  to  appoint, 
by  writing  under  his  hand,  any  other  justice  or  justices  of  such 
county  or  borough  to  act  with  the  justices  so  appointed.  5 

(3.)  The  expression  “ justice  ” or  “ justice  of  the  peace,”  wherever 
used  in  this  Act  in  relation  to  the  making  of  orders  for  the  reception 
of  lunatics,  not  being  paupers,  shall  mean  a justice  of  the  peace 
appointed  under  this  section,  unless  by  this  Act  otherwise  expressly 
provided.  10 

(4.)  In  the  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  inability,  or  refusal 
to  act  of  any  justice  appointed  under  this  section,  the  justices  of 
the  county  or  borough  by  whom  he  was  appointed,  may,  at  any 
general  or  quarter  sessions,  appoint  a justice  to  act  in  his  place. 

(5.)  All  appointments  of  justices  under  this  section  made  by  15 
the  justices  in  general  or  quarter  sessions,  or  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of 
the  peace  of  the  county  or  borough,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  such  clerk  of  the  peace  to  publish  the  names  of  the  justices 
so  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  orders  of  the  justices  20 
in  general  or  quarter  sessions  requiring  to  be  made  public,  and 
also  (in  any  county)  to  send  a list  of  such  names  to  the  clerk 
of  every  petty  sessional  division  within  such  county,  for  the 
information  of  all  persons  within  such  petty  sessional  division. 

(6.)  Lor  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  expressions  “ county  ” 25 
and  “ borough  ” shall  respectively  have  the  same  meaning  as  defined 
by  sections  one  hundred  and  fourteen  and  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
of  the  Act  eight  and  nine  Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred. 

3. — (1.)  Except  in  the  cases  of  urgency  herein-after  mentioned 
no  person  not  being  a pauper  or  a criminal  lunatic  and  not  being  30 
a lunatic  so  found  by  inquisition  shall  be  received  or  detained  as  a 
lunatic  in  any  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  as  a single 
patient,  without  an  order  under  the  hand  of  a judge  of  county 
courts,  stipendiary  magistrate,  or  justice  of  the  peace  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  place  where  the  lunatic  is.  No  relative  of  35 
the  person  applying  for  an  order  under  this  section  or  of  the 
lunatic,  or  of  the  husband  or  wife  of  the  lunatic,  within  any  of 
the  degrees  of  kindred  included  in  the  term  “ relative  ” as  defined 
by  this  Act,  shall  be  capable  of  making  such  order. 

The  expressions  “stipendiary  magistrate”  or  “magistrate”  in  40 
this  Act  shall  include  any  magistrate  appointed  to  act  at  any  of  the 
police  courts  in  the  Metropolis. 

(2.)  The  order  shall  be  obtained  upon  a private  application  by 
petition  accompanied  by  a statement  of  particulars  and  by  two 
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medical  certificates  on  separate  sheets  of  paper,  under  the  hands  of  A.D.  1886. 
two  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners. 

(3.)  The  petition  shall  he  presented,  if  possible,  by  a relative 
or  by  the  husband  or  wife  of  the  alleged  lunatic.  If  not  so 
5 presented  it  shall  contain  a statement — 

(a.)  Of  the  reasons  why  the  petition  is  not  so  presented ; 

(5.)  Of  the  connexion  of  the  petitioner  with  the  alleged  lunatic, 
and  the  circumstances  in  which  he  presents  the  petition. 

(4.)  No  person  shall  present  a petition  unless — 

10  a.  He  is  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  ; 

b.  He  has  within  fourteen  days  before  the  presentation  of  the 
petition  personally  seen  the  alleged  lunatic. 

(5.)  The  petitioner  shall  in  the  petition  undertake  that  he  will 
personally,  or  by  some  one  specially  appointed  by  him,  visit  the 
15  patient  once  at  least  in  every  six  months,  and  the  undertaking  shall 
be  recited  in  the  order. 

(6.)  The  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  petitioner  and  shall  be 
in  the  Form  1 in  the  schedule.  The  statement  of  particulars  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  the  statement,  and  shall  be  in  the 
20  Form  2 in  the  schedule. 

(7.)  One  of  the  medical  certificates  accompanying  the  petition 
shall,  whenever  practicable,  be  under  the  hand  of  the  usual  medical 
attendant  if  any  (being  a duly  qualified  medical  practitioner)  of  the 
alleged  lunatic.  Where  the  person  to  whom  the  petition  relates 
25  has  been  received  under  care  and  treatment  under  an  urgency 
order  neither  of  the  medical  certificates  accompanying  the  petition 
shall  be  signed  by  the  medical  practitioner  who  signed  the  medical 
certificate  accompanying  the  urgency  order.  If  the  usual 
medical  attendant  of  the  alleged  lunatic  shall  have  signed  such 
30  last-mentioned  certificate,  or  if  for  any  other  reason  it  is  not 
conveniently  practicable  to  obtain  a certificate  from  such  usual 
medical  attendant,  the  fact  or  reasons,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  stated  in  writing  by  the  petitioner  to  the  judge,  magistrate,  or 
justice  to  whom  the  petition  is  presented,  and  shall  be  deemed  for 
35  all  the  purposes  of  this  or  any  other  Act  relating  to  lunacy  to  he 
part  of  the  statement  of  particulars  made  by  the  petitioner. 

(8.)  No  order  shall  be  made  upon  a petition  under  this  section 
unless  each  of  the  persons  who  sign  the  medical  certificates  accom- 
panying the  petition  shall  separately  from  the  other  have  personally 
40  examined  the  person  to  whom  the  petition  relates  not  more  than  seven 
clear  days  previously  to  the  date  of  the  presentation  of  the.  petition, 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a consultation  between 
(12.)  A 2 
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.D.  1886.  the  persons  signing  the  certificates  at  any  time  or  place  before  the 
signature  thereof. 

(9.)  Upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition  the  judge,  magistrate, 
or  justice,  if  satisfied  with  the  evidence  of  lunacy  appearing  by  the 
medical  certificates,  may  forthwith  make  an  order  thereon  ; or  he  5 
may  appoint  as  early  a time  as  practicable,  not  being  more  than 
seven  days  after  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  for  the  consideration 
thereof ; of  which  appointment,  and  of  the  place  at  which  the 
petition  will  be  considered,  notice  (unless  personally  given  to  the 
petitioner)  shall  be  sent  to  the  petitioner  by  post,  in  a letter  10 
addressed  to  him  at  his  address  as  given  in  the  petition. 

(10.)  If  any  justice  to  whom  a petition  is  presented  under  this 
section  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  have  the  assistance  of  the  clerk 
of  the  petty  sessional  division  within  which  he  may  he  acting  for 
the  time  being,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  call  for  such  assistance ; and  1 5 
in  any  such  case  the  clerk  of  the  petty  sessional  division  shall  be 
entitled  to  a fee  of  eighteenpence  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner. 

(11.)  The  petition  shall  be  considered  in  private,  and  no  one 
except  the  petitioner  and  the  persons  signing  the  medical  certificates 
accompanying  the  petition,  shall  without  the  leave  of  the  judge,  20 
magistrate,  or  justice  be  present  at  the  consideration  thereof. 

(12.)  The  judge,  magistrate,  or  justice,  if  not  satisfied  with  the 
evidence  of  lunacy  appearing  by  the  medical  certificates,  may 
make  such  further  or  other  inquiries  of  or  concerning  the  alleged 
lunatic  as  the  judge,  magistrate,  or  justice  may  think  fit,  and  for  25 
that  purpose  may  take  evidence  on  oath,  and  may  also,  if  he  shall 
think  it  necessary  so  to  do,  visit  the  alleged  lunatic  at  the  place 
where  he  may  happen  to  be. 

(13.)  At  the  time  appointed  for  consideration  of  the  petition  the 
judge,  magistrate,  or  justice  may  make  an  order  thereon  or  dismiss  30 
the  same,  or,  if  he  shall  think  fit,  may  adjourn  the  same  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  fourteen  days  for  further  evidence  or 
information,  and  he  may  give  notice  to  such  persons  as  he  may 
think  fit  of  the  adjourned  consideration,  and  summon  any  persons 
to  attend  before  him.  35 

(14.)  Every  judge,  magistrate,  and  justice,  and  all  persons 
admitted  to  be  present  at  the  consideration  of  any  petition  for  an 
order  under  this  section,  or  otherwise  having  official  cognisance  of 
the  fact  that  a petition  has  been  presented,  shall  be  bound  to  keep 
secret  all  matters  and  documents  which  may  come  to  his  or  their  40 
knowledge  by  reason  thereof,  except  when  required  to  divulge  the 
same  by  lawful  authority. 

(15.)  If  the  petition  is  dismissed,  the  judge,  magistrate,  or  justice 
shall  deliver  to  the  petitioner  a statement  in  writing  under  his 
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hand  of  his  reasons  for  dismissing  the  same,  and  shall  also,  where  A. D.  1886. 
the  alleged  lunatic  is  detained  under  an  urgency  order,  send  notice 
by  post  or  otherwise  to  the  person  in  whose  charge  the  alleged 
lunatic  is,  that  the  petition  has  been  dismissed. 

5 (16.)  An  order  for  the  reception  of  a person  as  a private  patient 

into  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  as  a single  patient, 
if  the  same  purports  to  he  signed  by  a judge  of  county  courts, 
stipendiary  magistrate,  or  justice,  shall  be  sufficient  authority  for 
taking  such  person  and  conveying  him  to  the  place  mentioned  in 
10  such  order  and  for  his  reception  and  detention,  without  further 
evidence  of  the  signature  or  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  person  making 
the  order  to  make  the  same. 

(17.)  An  order  under  this  section  shall  be  in  the  Form  3 in  the 
schedule,  with  such  modifications  as  may  be  necessary.

(9.)  Every  relieving  officer  who  fails  to  perform  the  duty  by  this 
section  imposed  upon  him  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  pounds.  20 

(10.)  Section  twenty  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

(11.)  The  guardians  of  the  union,  to  which  a workhouse  belongs, 
may  direct  that  any  lunatic  detained  therein  be  discharged  or 
removed  therefrom.  25 

(12.)  An  order  under  section  three  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1885,  shall  not  authorise  the  detention  of  a lunatic  after 
the  expiration  of  fourteen  days  from  its  date,  except  under  the 
conditions  mentioned  in  this  section. 

14.  Where  a lunatic  who  is  chargeable  to  the  common  fund  of  30 
a union  is  discharged  from  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house, 
and  the  medical  officer  of  the  asylum  or  the  medical  attendant  of 
the  hospital  or  house  is  of  opinion  that  the  lunatic  has  not  re- 
covered, and  is  a proper  person  to  be  kept  in  a workhouse  as  a 
lunatic,  the  medical  officer  or  medical  attendant  shall  certify  such  35 
opinion,  and  his  certificate  shall  accompany  the  order  of  discharge, 
and  the  lunatic  may  thereupon  be  received  and  detained  against 
his  will  in  a workhouse  without  further  order  if  the  medical  officer 

of  the  workhouse  certifies  in  writing  that  the  accommodation  in 
the  workhouse  is  sufficient  for  the  lunatic’s  proper  care  and 
treatment. 

15.  The  order  to  be  made  by  a justice  for  the  reception  of  any 
pauper  lunatic  into  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house  shall  be 
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according  to  Form  9 in  the  schedule,  and  the  medical  certificate 
with  respect  to  such  pauper  shall  he  in  the  Form  5 in  the  schedule. 
So  much  of  the  Act  sixteen  and  seventeen  Victoria,  chapter  ninety- 
six,  and  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  respectively,  as  requires 
5 such  order  and  certificate  respectively  to  he  according  to  the  forms 
therein  respectively  in  that  behalf  mentioned  is  hereby  repealed. 

16.  — (1.)  Any  person  who  makes  a wilful  misstatement  of  any 
material  fact  in  any  petition,  statement  of  particulars,  or  order  for 
the  reception  of  a private  or  pauper  patient  under  the  Act  eight 

10  and  nine  Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred,  or  the  Lunatic  Asylums 
Act,  1853,  or  the  Acts  amending  those  Acts  respectively,  or  under 
this  Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 

(2.)  Any  person  who  makes  a wilful  misstatement  of  any  material 
fact  in  any  medical  or  other  certificate  or  in  any  statement  or  report 

15  of  bodily  or  mental  condition  under  the  Act  eight  and  nine  Victoria, 
chapter  one  hundred,  or  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  or  the  Acts 
amending  those  Acts  respectively,  or  under  this  Act,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a misdemeanor. 

(3.)  No  prosecution  for  a misdemeanor  under  this  section  shall 

20  take  place  except  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  or  by  the  direction 
of  the  Attorney  General  or  the  Public  Prosecutor. 

17.  The  power  to  amend  orders  and  certificates  respectively, 
given  by  section  eleven  of  the  Act  sixteen  and  seventeen  Victoria, 
chapter  ninety-six,  may  be  exercised  (subject,  as  thereby  provided, 

25  to  the  sanction  of.  the  Commissioners)  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  judge,  magistrate,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  by  whom  any  order 
for  the  reception  of  a lunatic  may  have  been  signed. 

18. — (1.)  Whenever  a justice  directs  an  alleged  lunatic,  whether 
a pauper  or  not,  to  be  examined  by  any  medical  practitioner  the 

30  justice  directing  the  examination,  or  any  other  justice  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  place  where  the  examination  took  place,  may 
make  an  order  upon  the  guardians  of  the  union  in  which  the 
examination  took  place  for  payment  of  such  reasonable  remunera- 
tion to  the  medical  practitioner,  and  of  all  such  other  reasonable 

35  expenses  in  and  about  the  examination,  and  the  inquiry  whether 
an  order  for  the  reception  of  the  alleged  lunatic  ought  to  be  made, 
and  also  if  an  order  for  reception  is  made,  for  payment  of  such 
reasonable  expenses  of  carrying  the  order  into  effect  as  the  justice 
may  think  proper. 

40  (2-)  The  guardians  upon  whom  an  order  is  made  under  this 

section  shall  have  the  same  rights  for  recovery  of  any  sums  paid 
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thereunder  against  the  lunatic  and  his  estate,  and  the  person  or 
authority  legally  liable  for  his  maintenance,  as  in  the  case  of  orders 
for  maintenance  under  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853. 

(3.)  Section  sixty-nine  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  is 
hereby  repealed.  5 

19.  Subject  to  the  modifications  made  by  this  Act  the  provisions 

of  the  Act  eight  and  nine  Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred,  and  the 
Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  and  the  Acts  amending  the  same, 
shall  apply  to  orders  for  the  reception  of  patients  and  to  medical 
certificates  under  this  Act.  10 

20.  — (1.)  Where  a pauper  patient  in  an  asylum,  hospital,  or 
licensed  house  is  afterwards  classified  as  a private  patient,  or  a 
private  patient  is  afterwards  classified  as  a pauper  patient,  notice 
of  the  change  of  classification  shall  within  three  days  be  sent  by 
the  superintendent  or  proprietor  of  the  asylum  hospital,  or  house  to  15 
the  Commissioners,  and  in  the  case  of  a house  licensed  by  justices 
also  to  the  clerk  to  the  visitors. 

(2.)  In  the  case  of  a pauper  patient  so  afterwards  classified  as 
a private  patient,  the  power  of  ordering  his  discharge  may  he 
exercised  by  any  one  of  the  persons  who  would  have  been  entitled  20 
under  this  Act  to  present  a petition  for  an  order  for  reception  of 
the  patient,  or  if  there  is  no  such  person  or  no  such  person  willing 
to  act,  then  by  the  Commissioners. 

(3.)  The  superintendent  or  proprietor  of  every  asylum,  hospital, 
or  house  who  makes  default  in  sending  to  the  Commissioners,  25 
within  the  time  by  this  section  appointed,  notice  of  the  change  of 
classification  of  a patient  shall  for  each  day  during  which  the 
default  continues  forfeit  forty  shillings. 

21.  — (1.)  The  medical  superintendent  of  every  asylum  or  hospital, 

and  the  medical  proprietor  or  attendant  of  every  licensed  house,  and  30 
of  every  single  patient,  shall  at  the  expiration  of  one  month  after 
the  reception  of  a private  patient  prepare  and  send  to  the  Commis- 
sioners a report  as  to  the  mental  and  bodily  condition  of  the 
patient,  in  such  form  as  the  Commissioners  from  time  to  time 
direct.  35 

(2.)  The  medical  proprietor  or  attendant  of  every  house  licensed 
by  justices  shall  also  at  the  same  time  send  a copy  of  such  report 
to  the  clerk  of  the  visitors  of  licensed  houses  in  the  county  or 
borough  where  the  house  is  situate. 
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(3.)  The  Commissioners,  after  receiving  the  report,  shall  make  a.D.  1886. 
arrangements  for  a visit  being  paid  as  soon  as  conveniently  may 
he  to  the  patient  therein  named  : 

(a.)  In  the  case  of  a private  patient  in  a hospital  or  licensed 
5 house  within  their  immediate  jurisdiction  by  one  or  more  of 
the  Commissioners  ; 

(b.)  In  the  case  of  a private  patient  in  a hospital  not  situate 
within  their  immediate  jurisdiction  by  one  or  more  of  the 
Commissioners  or  by  the  medical  visitor  of  licensed  houses  in 
10  the  county  or  borough  in  which  such  hospital  is  situate ; 

and  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  or  medical  visitor  so 
visiting  shall  report  to  the  Commissioners  whether  the  detention 
of  the  patient  is  or  is  not  proper. 

(4.)  The  clerk  of  the  visitors,  after  receiving  the  report,  shall, 

15  in  every  case  of  a private  patient  in  a licensed  house  in  the 
county  or  borough  for  which  the  visitors  are  appointed,  make 
arrangements  for  a visit  being  paid  by  the  medical  visitor  (either 
alone  or  with  one  or  more  of  the  other  visitors)  to  the  patient 
therein  named  for  such  purpose  as  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
20  may  be  ; and  if  on  such  visit  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  doubt 
as  to  the  propriety  of  the  detention  of  the  patient,  such  visitor  or 
visitors  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  in  writing  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, who  shall  thereupon  make  all  such  further  inquiries  as 
may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  them  whether  the  patient  is  properly 
25  detained  as  a lunatic,  or  whether  he  ought  to  be  discharged,  or 
whether  the  case  ought  to  be  reported  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  with 
a view  to  an  inquisition. 

(5.)  In  the  case  of  a single  patient  the  Commissioners,  after 
receiving  the  report,  shall  either  make  arrangements  for  a visit 
30  being  paid  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  to  the  patient  therein 
named  by  one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners,  or  shall  cause  a copy 
of  the  report  to  be  sent  to  a medical  visitor  for  the  county  or  i6&i7Vict, 
borough  in  which  the  single  patient  resides,  or  to  some  other  °g96,  p8,  15> 
competent  person,  and  shall  direct  him  to  visit  the  patient  therein 
35  named  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be.  The  Commissioner  or 
Commissioners,  or  other  person  visiting  the  patient,  shall  report  to 
the  Commissioners  whether  his  detention  is  or  is  not  proper. 

(6.)  The  person  directed  to  visit  a single  patient  under  the  last 
preceding  subsection  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a Commissioner, 

40  and  the  Commissioners  may  pay  to  him  such  reasonable  remunera- 
tion for  his  services  as  they  think  fit  out  of  any  funds  which  may 
be  provided  by  Parliament  to  defray  the  general  expenses  of  the 
Commissioners. 
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(7.)  In  the  case  of  a private  patient  in  an  asylum  the  Commis- 
sioners, after  receiving  the  report,  shall  either  make  arrangements 
for  a visit  being  paid,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  he,  to  the  patient 
therein  named  by  one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners,  who  shall 
report  to  the  Commissioners  whether  the  detention  of  the  patient  is  5 
or  is  not  proper ; or  the  Commissioners  shall  send  a copy  of  the 
report  to  the  clerk  to  the  committee  of  visitors  of  the  asylum,  and 
one  or  more  members  of  the  committee  shall  thereupon,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be,  visit  the  patient  named  in  the  report  and  report 
to  the  committee  whether  his  detention  is  or  is  not  proper,  and  the  10 
committee,  or  any  three  of  them,  may,  upon  consideration  of  such 
last-mentioned  report,  by  writing  under  their  hands  discharge  the 
patient  or  give  such  directions  with  regard  to  him  as  they  think  lit. 

(8.)  If  within  a month  after  the  reception  of  any  private  patient, 
the  asylum,  hospital,  licensed  or  other  house  into  which  he  was  15 
received  is  visited  by  one  or  more  Commissioners  or  by  any  visitors, 
and  such  patient  is  there  seen  and  examined  by  him  or  them,  and 
the  propriety  of  his  detention  reported  on  in  like  manner  as  by  this 
section  provided,  no  special  visit  shall  necessarily  be  paid  to  such 
patient  after  receipt  of  any  such  report.  20 

(9.)  If  the  Commissioners  in  any  case  under  this  section  deter- 
mine that  a patient  ought  to  be  discharged  they  may  make  an  order 
under  their  seal  for  his  discharge. 

(10.)  The  reports  to  be  furnished  under  this  section  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  reports  or  statements  which  by  the  existing  Acts  25 
relating  to  lunacy  are  required  to  be  furnished. 

(11.)  The  medical  superintendent  of  every  asylum  or  hospital  and 
the  medical  proprietor  or  attendant  of  every  licensed  house,  and  the 
medical  practitioner  who  visits  a single  patient,  shall,  in  the  medical 
statement  which  by  the  existing  Acts  relating  to  lunacy  is  30 
required  to  be  sent  to  the  Commissioners  before  the  end  of  the 
seventh  clear  day  after  the  patient’s  admission,  certify  whether  or 
not  there  are  any  marks  of  injuries  visible  on  the  body  of  the  patient. 

22. — (1.)  Any  order  for  the  reception  of  a patient,  whether  a 
pauper  or  not,  into  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  as  a 35 
single  patient,  dated  after  or  within  two  years  before  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act,  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  its 
date,  and  any  order  dated  more  than  two  years  before  the  com- 
mencement of  this  Act  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  one  year  after 
the  commencement  of  this  Act  unless  such  orders  respectively  are  40 
continued  as  herein-after  provided. 

(2.)  In  the  case  of  any  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house  the 
Commissioners  may  by  order  under  their  seal  from  time  to  time 
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direct  that  the  orders  for  the  reception  of  patients  detained  in  such  A.D.  1886. 
asylum,  hospital,  or  house  shall,  unless  continued  as  herein-after 
provided,  expire  on  the  thirty-first  of  March,  the  thirtieth  of  June, 
the  thirtieth  of  September,  or  the  thirty-first  of  December  next 
5 after  the  days  on  which  the  orders  would  expire  under  the  last 
preceding  subsection. 

(3.)  An  order  for  the  removal  of  a patient  from  one  custody  to 
another  shall  not  be  deemed  to  he  an  order  for  reception  within 
this  section,  hut  the  patient  who  is  removed  shall  after  removal  be 
10  deemed  to  be  detained  under  the  original  order  for  his  reception  as 
a lunatic,  and  such  order  shall  expire  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  unless  continued  as  herein-after  provided. 

(4.)  An  order  for  the  reception  of  a patient,  whether  a pauper  or 
not,  into  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  as  a single 
15  patient,  shall  remain  in  force  for  a year  after  the  date  by  this  Act 
or  by  an  order  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  it  to  expire, 
and  so  on  from  year  to  year,  if  not  less  than  seven  days  before 
that  date  and  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  end  of  every 
subsequent  year  from  that  date  a special  report  of  the  medical 
20  superintendent  of  the  asylum  or  hospital  or  the  medical  proprietor 
or  attendant  of  the  licensed  house  or  of  the  single  patient  as  to  the 
mental  and  bodily  condition  of  the  patient  with  a certificate  under 
his  hand  certifying  that  the  patient  is  still  of  unsound  mind  and  a 
proper  person  to  he  detained  under  care  and  treatment  is  sent  to  the 
25  Commissioners  in  manner  herein-after  directed. 

(5.)  The  person  sending  the  special  report  shall  give  to  the 
Commissioners  such  further  information  concerning  the  patient  to 
whom  the  special  report  relates  as  they  may  require. 

(6.)  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  the  special  report  is 
30  unsatisfactory  or  does  not  justify  the  accompanying  certificate, 
then — 

(a.)  In  the  case  of  a private  patient  in  a hospital  or  licensed 
house  or  under  care  as  a single  patient,  one  or  more  of  the 
Commissioners  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  visit  the 
35  patient,  and  if  the  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  making 
the  visit  are  of  opinion  that  the  patient  ought  to  he  discharged, 
the  Commissioners  may  by  order  direct  his  discharge  accordingly. 

(6.)  In  the  case  of  a private  or  pauper  patient  in  an  asylum,  the 
Commissioners  shall  send  a copy  of  the  report,  with  any  other 
40  information  in  their  possession  relating  to  the  case,  to  the  clerk 
to  the  committee  of  visitors  of  the  asylum,  and  the  com- 
mittee, or  any  three  of  them,  shall  thereupon  investigate  the

case  and  may  discharge  the  patient  or  give  such  directions 
respecting  him  as  they  may  think  proper. 

(7.)  The  superintendent  of  any  asylum,  and  the  superintendent 
or  proprietor  of  any  hospital  or  house,  and  any  person  having 
charge  of  a single  patient,  who  detains  a patient  after  he  has  5 
knowledge  that  the  order  for  his  reception  has  expired,  shall  he 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 

(8.)  The  special  reports  and  certificates  under  this  section  may 
include  and  refer  to  more  than  one  patient,  and  such  reports  shall 
be  in  such  form  as  the  Commissioners  from  time  to  time  direct.  10 

(9.)  A certificate  under  this  section  shall  be  in  the  Form  10  in 
the  schedule. 

23.  — (1.)  The  powers  of  ordering  the  discharge  of  a patient 
detained  in  a hospital  or  licensed  house  given  to  the  Commissioners 
by  sections  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven  of  the  Act  eight  and  nine  15 
Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred,  may  he  exercised  after  one  visit  to 
the  patient  by  two  Commissioners,  instead  of  two  visits  as  required 
by  those  sections,  hut  no  such  order  shall  he  made  later  than  seven 
days  after  the  day  of  the  visit,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act 
with  regard  to  such  orders  of  discharge  which  are  not  inconsistent  20 
with  this  subsection  shall  remain  in  force.

24.  — (1.)  The  consent  in  writing  of  one  Commissioner  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  sufficient  for 
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the  exercise  of  tlie  powers  of  removal  for  benefit  of  health  or  on 
trial,  or  of  transfer  conferred  by  section  eighty-six  of  the  Act  eight 
and  nine  Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred,  sections  twenty  and  twenty- 
two  of  the  Act  sixteen  and  seventeen  Victoria,  chapter  ninety-six, 
5 and  section  thirty-eight  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862. 

(2.)  Whenever  a private  patient  is  removed  from  a hospital  or 
licensed  house  to  any  specified  place  for  the  benefit  of  his  health, 
or  is  allowed  to  be  absent  from  a hospital  or  house  upon  trial,  the 
superintendent  or  proprietor  of  the  hospital  or  house  shall,  unless 
10  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  has  been  obtained  to  the  removal 
or  absence,  give  notice  to  the  Commissioners  within  three  days  after 
the  removal  or  first  absence  of  the  patient  from  the  hospital  or 
house  stating  the  place  to  which  the  patient  has  been  removed,  and 
the  period  and  terms  for  and  upon  which  the  removal  or  absence 
15  has  been  allowed,  and  if  the  period  is  extended,  shall  within  three 
days  after  the  commencement  of  each  extension,  give  to  the 
Commissioners  notice  thereof,  and  of  the  terms  upon  which  the 
same  has  been  allowed.

27.  A person  who  for  payment  takes  charge  of  or  receives  to 
hoard  or  lodge  or  otherwise  any  other  person  as  a lunatic  or 
alleged  lunatic,  shall  be  deemed  to  he  a person  deriving  profit  from  15 
the  charge  of  a lunatic. 

28.  The  notice  by  section  nineteen  of  the  Act  sixteen  and 
seventeen  Victoria,  chapter  ninety-six,  required  to  be  sent  upon  the 
recovery  of  a patient,  shall  state  that  unless  the  patient  is  removed 
within  seven  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice  he  will  be  discharged.  20 
If  the  patient  is  not  removed  within  seven  days  from  the  date  of 
the  notice  he  shall  be  forthwith  discharged  without  further  order. 

29.  — (1.)  The  Commissioners  may  by  order  under  this  section 
substitute  for  the  person  who  signed  the  order  for  reception  of  a 
private  patient,  or  for  the  person  upon  whose  petition  any  such  25 
order  was  obtained,  any  other  person  who  is  willing  to  undertake 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  person  who  signed  or  obtained 
the  order. 

(2.)  As  from  the  date  of  an  order  by  the  Commissioners  under 
this  section  the  substituted  person  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  30 
obligations  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authorities  in 
relation  to  the  patient  of  the  person  for  whom  he  is  substituted. 

(3.)  The  substitution  shall  not  release  the  person  who  signed 
or  obtained  the  order  for  reception  from  any  liabilities  already 
incurred  by  him.  35 

(4.)  An  order  under  this  section  may  be  made  with  or  without 
the  consent  of  the  person  who  signed  or  obtained  the  order  for 
reception,  but  in  the  last-mentioned  case  the  order  shall  not  be  made 
until  fourteen  days  after  the  Commissioners  have  given  to  that 
person  notice  in  writing  of  their  intention  to  take  into  consideration  40 
the  advisability  of  making  an  order  under  this  section  and  of  the 
name  of  the  person  proposed  to  be  substituted. 
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(5.)  Within  fourteen  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice  the  person 
to  whom  the  notice  is  given  may  lay  before  the  Commissioners 
a statement  in  writing  of  his  reasons  why  an  order  under  this 
section  should  not  he  made,  or  he  may  appear  in  person  before 
5 the  Commissioners  at  such  time  and  place  and  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  Commissioners  may  appoint  for  the  purpose  of 
stating  such  reasons.  The  Commissioners  shall,  upon  consideration 
of  such  statement,  or,  if  no  statement  is  made,  at  their  own  discretion 
finally  determine  the  matter,  and  make  or  decline  to  make  the  order, 
10  as  they  may  think  fit. 

(6.)  A notice  under  this  section  may  be  sent  by  post  in  a prepaid 
letter  addressed  to  the  person  who  signed  or  obtained  the  order  for 
reception  at  his  last  known  address,  and  the  same  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  received  at  the  time  when  the  same  was  posted. 

15  30.  An  order  for  the  examination  by  two  duly  qualified  medical 

practitioners,  authorised  by  the  Commissioners,  of  any  person 
detained  as  a lunatic  in  any  asylum,  hospital,  licensed  house,  or 
as  a single  patient,  may  he  obtained  from  the  Commissioners  upon 
the  application  of  any  person,  whether  a relative  or  friend  or  not, 
20  who  shall  satisfy  the  Commissioners  that  it  is  proper  for  them  to 
grant  such  order,  and  who  shall  undertake  to  pay  and  discharge 
the  expenses  of  such  examination ; and  on  production  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  certificates  of  the  medical  practitioners  so 
authorised,  certifying  that,  after  two  separate  examinations  with 
25  at  least  seven  days  intervening  between  the  first  and  the  second 
examination,  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  patient  may,  without  risk 
or  injury  to  himself  or  the  public,  be  discharged  the  Commissioners, 
may  order  the  patient  to  he  discharged  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
from  the  date  of  the  order. 

30  31. — (1.)  The  superintendent  or  proprietor  of  a hospital  or 

licensed  house  may,  with  the  previous  consent  in  writing  of  two  of 
the  Commissioners,  receive  and  lodge  in  the  hospital  or  house  as  a 
boarder  for  the  time  specified  in  the  consent  any  person  who  is 
desirous  of  voluntarily  submitting  to  treatment ; after  the  expiration 
35  of  which  time  (unless  any  further  consent  shall  he  in  like  manner 
given  for  the  extension  thereof)  he  shall  he  discharged. 

(2.)  The  consent  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  given  only  upon 
application  to  them  by  the  intending  boarder,  and  shall  be  in  the 
Form  11  in  the  schedule. 

4,0  (3.)  The  total  number  of  patients  and  boarders  in  a hospital  or 

licensed  house  shall  at  no  one  time  exceed  the  number  of  patients 
for  which  the  hospital  is  certified  or  the  house  licensed. 
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(4.)  Every  boarder  shall,  if  required,  be  produced  to  the  Com- 
missioners and  visitors  respectively  on  their  respective  visits. 

(5.)  A boarder  may  leave  the  hospital  or  licensed  house  in  which 
he  is  a boarder  upon  giving  to  the  superintendent  or  proprietor 
thereof  twenty -foirr  hours  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do.  5 

(6.)  The  superintendent  or  proprietor  of  a hospital  or  licensed 
house  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  a boarder  has  been 
admitted  to  the  house,  send  to  the  Commissioners  notice  of  the 
admission  of  the  boarder  in  the  Eorm  12  in  the  schedule,  and 
shall  within  three  days  after  the  discharge  of  a boarder  send  to  the  10 
Commissioners  notice  of  discharge  in  the  Eorm  13  in  the  schedule. 

(7.)  Every  superintendent  or  proprietor  of  a hospital  or  licensed 
house  who  makes  default  in  sending  any  such  notice  as  in  the  last 
subsection  mentioned  within  the  time  thereby  appointed  shall  for 
each  offence  forfeit  a sum  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds.  15 

(8.)  If  any  person  is  not  allowed  to  leave  the  hospital  or  licensed 
house  in  which  he  is  a boarder  after  the  expiration  of  twenty-four 
hours  notice  to  the  superintendent  or  proprietor  thereof  of  his 
intention  so  to  do,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  the 
superintendent  or  proprietor  ten  pounds  as  liquidated  damages  20 
for  each  day  or  part  of  a day  during  which  he  is  detained. 

32. — (1.)  Where  application  is  made  to  the  committee  of  visitors 
of  an  asylum  by  any  relative  or  friend  of  a pauper  lunatic  confined 
therein  that  he  may  be  delivered  over  to  the  custody  of  such 
relative  or  friend,  any  two  of  the  visitors  may,  upon  being  satisfied  25 
that  the  application  has  been  approved  by  a justice  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  place  where  the  relative  or  friend  resides,  and 
that  the  lunatic  will  be  properly  taken  care  of,  order  the  lunatic 
to  be  delivered  over  accordingly. 

(2.)  Where  any  such  order  is  made,  the  guardians  of  the  union  30 
or  the  treasurer  of  the  county  or  borough  to  which  the  lunatic 
is  chargeable  shall  pay  to  the  person  to  whom  the  lunatic  is  delivered 
such  allowance  for  the  maintenance  of  the  lunatic,  not  exceeding 
the  expenses  which  would  be  incurred  on  his  account  if  he  were  in 
the  asylum,  as  the  committee  of  visitors  of  the  asylum  from  which  35 
the  lunatic  was  delivered  over  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

(3.)  So  long  as  an  allowance  is  paid  under  this  section  on  account 
of  the  lunatic,  the  lunatic  shall  be  visited  once  in  every  three 
months  by  a medical  officer  of  the  asylum  from  which  the  lunatic 
was  delivered  over,  or  if  the  person  to  whom  the  lunatic  is  delivered  40 
resides  more  than  three  miles  from  the  asylum,  then  by  a duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner  to  be  approved  and  remunerated  by 
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the  committee  of  visitors  of  the  asylum,  and  such  medical  officer  or 
practitioner  shall  within  three  days  after  each  visit  report  the  result 
thereof  to  the  committee  of  visitors  of  the  asylum. 

(4.)  Any  two  of  the  visitors  may  at  any  time,  if  they  think  fit, 
5 make  an  order  for  the  removal  of  the  lunatic  to  the  asylum 
from  the  custody  of  the  relative  or  friend  to  whom  he  has  been 
delivered. 

(5.)  So  long  as  an  allowance  is  paid  under  this  section,  the 
lunatic  for  whose  maintenance  the  allowance  is  paid  shall  not 
10  he  deemed  to  be  a pauper  lunatic  not  in  an  asylum  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  sixteen  and  seventeen  Victoria,  chapter 
ninety-seven,  section  sixty-six. 

33. — (1.)  If  it  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioners 
that  any  person  is  without  an  order  and  certificates  detained  or 
15  treated  as  a lunatic  or  alleged  lunatic  by  any  person  receiving  no 
payment  for  the  charge,  or  in  any  charitable,  religious,  or  other 
establishment  (not  being  an  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house), 
they  may  require  the  person  by  whom  the  patient  is  detained,  or 
the  superintendent  or  principal  officer  of  the  establishment,  to  send 
20  to  them,  within  or  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  Commissioners  may 
appoint,  a medical  report  or  periodical  medical  reports  of  the 
mental  and  bodily  condition  of  the  patient,  with  all  such  other 
particulars  as  to  him  and  his  property  as  they  may  think  fit. 

(2.)  Any  one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners*  may  at  any  time 
25  visit  any  such  patient  and  report  the  result  of  the  visit  to  the 
Commissioners,  and  may  exercise,  with  respect  to  such  patient,  all 
the  powers  (except  that  of  discharge)  given  to  them  as  to  persons 
confined  in  any  asylum,  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  as  single 
patients. 

30  (3.)  The  Commissioners  may,  if  they  think  fit,  transmit  any 

reports  received  by  them,  or  may  report  the  result  of  any  inquiries 
made  by  them  under  this  section,  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  who 
may  thereupon  make  an  order  for  the  discharge  of  the  patient  from 
the  custody  in  which  he  is  detained  or  for  his  removal  to  an  asylum, 
35  hospital,  or  licensed  house,  or  to  such  other  custody  as  he  may 
think  fit,  and  the  expenses  of  carrying  any  such  order  into  effect 
and  of  maintaining  the  patient  if  so  removed  shall,  if  the  order  so 
directs,  be  paid  by  the  guardians  of  the  union  in  which  the  patient 
was  found  ; and  such  guardians  shall  have  the  same  right  to  recover 
40  any  such  expenses  paid  by  them  against  the  lunatic  and  his  estate, 
and  the  person  or  authority  legally  liable  for  his  maintenance  as  in 
the  case  of  orders  for  maintenance  under  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act, 
1853. 
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A.D.  1886.  (4.)  Where  an  order  is  made  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  under  this 

section  for  removal  of  a lunatic  to  an  asylum,  any  two  justices  of 
the  county  or  borough  in  which  the  asylum  is  may  exercise  all  the 
authorities  conferred  upon  justices  by  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act, 
16  & 17  Vict.  1853,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  lunatic’s  property  applicable  to 
c'  97“  his  maintenance  and  for  maintaining  him  as  a pauper. 

(5.)  All  reports  and  information  sent  to  the  Commissioners  under 
this  section  shall  he  kept  by  them,  and  shall  he  open  to  inspection 
only  by  the  Commissioners  and  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  by  such 
persons  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  directs. 

Institutions  34.— (1.)  An  idiot  or  imbecile  from  birth  or  from  an  early  age, 
forjdiots  and  may,  if  under  age,  be  placed  by  his  parents  or  guardians  or  by  any 
person  undertaking  and  performing  towards  him  the  duty  of  a 
parent  or  guardian,  and  may  lawfully  be  received  into  and  detained 
until  of  full  age,  in  any  public  or  charitable  institution  for  the 
care,  education,  or  training  of  idiots  or  imbeciles,  upon  the  certificate 
in  writing  in  the  Form  14  in  the  schedule  of  a duly  qualified 
medical  practitioner  that  the  person  to  whom  the  certificate  relates 
is  an  idiot  or  imbecile,  capable  of  receiving  benefit  from  such 
institution. 

(2.)  An  idiot  or  imbecile  who  has  been  received  in  an  insti- 
tution under  this  section  while  under  age  may,  with  the  consent 
in  writing  of  the  Commissioners,  be  retained  therein  after  lie  is 
of  full  age,  and  an  idiot  or  imbecile  from  birth  or  from  an  early 
age  may,  with  the  like  consent,  be  received  in  an  institution 
under  this  section  after  he  is  of  full  age  upon  a certificate  in  the 
Form  14  in  the  Schedule. 

(3.)  The  Commissioners  may  at  any  time  by  order  direct  any 
person  of  full  age  retained  in  an  institution  under  this  section 
to  be  discharged  therefrom. 

(4.)  The  superintendent  or  principal  officer  of  every  institution 
in  which  idiots  or  imbeciles  are  intended  to  be  received  under 
this  section  shall  apply  to  the  Commissioners  to  have  the  institution 
registered  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners, if  satisfied  upon  inquiry  that  the  institution  is  a proper  one 
to  be  registered,  may  issue  a certificate  of  registration  accordingly, 
and  no  idiot  or  imbecile  shall  be  received  into  any  institution  under 
this  section  until  the  institution  has  been  duly  registered. 

(5.)  Any  hospital  or  other  public  or  charitable  institution  which 
at  the  passing  of  this  Act  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  care, 
education,  or  training  of  idiots  or  imbeciles  from  birth  or  from 
an  early  age,  may  be  registered  under  this  section,  and  the 
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idiots  or  imbeciles  therein  at  the  date  of  registration  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  lawfully  received,  and  as  to  those  who  are  of 
full  age  at  that  date  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  for  their 
retention  shall  not  be  required. 

5 (6.)  When  any  idiot  or  imbecile  is  first  received  into  an 

institution  registered  under  this  section,  the  superintendent  or 
principal  officer  thereof  shall  certify  in  writing  under  his  hand  to 
the  Commissioners  the  fact  and  time  of  his  reception,  specifying 
his  name  and  age,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  persons 
10  placing  him  in  such  institution,  and  that  he  is  alleged  to  be  capable 
of  receiving  benefit  therefrom. 

(7.)  The  provisions  of  this  or  any  other  Act  relating  to  the 
orders,  certificates,  or  reports  necessary  for  the  reception,  detention,

35.  In  the  case  of  any  licensed  house  used  solely  for  the  reception 
of  idiots  and  imbeciles,  not  being  a public  or  charitable  institution, 

25  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners,  under  their  seal,  to 
dispense,  during  such  time  and  to  such  extent  as  they  may  think 
fit,  with  the  observance  of  all  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or

When  a lunatic  is  detained  under  order  and  certificate 
or  certificates,  or  where  any  person  not  so  detained  and  not  found 
a lunatic  by  inquisition  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Judge  in  Lunacy  to  be  through  mental  infirmity,  arising  from  20 
disease  or  age,  incapable  of  managing  his  estate  and  affairs,  the 
Judge  in  Lunacy,  upon  the  application  of  such  lunatic  or  other 
person  by  his  next  friend,  may  make  an  order  that  the  next  friend, 

or  any  other  person  or  persons  approved  hy  the  Judge,  may,  on 
behalf  of  the  lunatic  or  of  the  person  so  incapable,  exercise  any  25 
powers  or  do  any  act  in  relation  to  his  property  which  the  com- 
mittee of  the  estate  of  a lunatic  so  found  by  inquisition,  could 
by  virtue  of  the  Lunacy  Regulation  Act,  1853,  and  the  Acts 
amending  the  same,  under  an  order  of  the  Judge,  or  without  an 
order,  exercise  or  do  on  behalf  of  the  lunatic.  30 

(2.)  An  order  under  this  section  may  confer  upon  the  person  or 
persons  named  in  the  order  authority  to  do  any  act  or  exercise  any 
power  specified  in  the  order,  or  may  confer  a general  authority  to 
exercise  on  behalf  of  the  lunatic  until  further  order  all  or  any  of 
the  powers  of  a committee  of  the  estate  of  a lunatic  so  found  by  35 
inquisition,  without  further  application  to  the  Judge. 

(3.)  Applications  under  this  section  shall  be  made  in  such 
manner,  upon  notice  to  such  persons,  and  subject  to  such  restric- 
tions as  may  be  appointed  by  the  General  Orders  in  Lunacy,  and 
subject  thereto  as  the  Judge  in  Lunacy  in  each  case  may  40 
determine. 
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(4.)  Every  person  appointed  to  do  any  act  or  exercise  any 
powers  under  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and 
authority  of  the  Judge  in  Lunacy  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects 
as  if  such  person  were  the  committee  of  the  estate  of  a lunatic 
5 so  found  by  inquisition. 

42.— (1.)  Where  an  order  is  made  for  the  reception  of  a lunatic 
the  value  of  whose  real  and  personal  property  is  under  two  hundred 
pounds,  and  no  relative  or  friend  of  the  lunatic  is  willing  to 
undertake  the  management  of  such  property,  any  judge  of  county 
10  courts  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  from  which  the  lunatic  was 
sent,  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  clerk  of  the  guardians,  or  a 
relieving  officer  of  the  union  from  which  the  lunatic  is  sent, 
authorise  the  clerk  or  relieving  officer,  or  such  other  person  as  the 
judge  shall  by  his  order  appoint,  to  take  possession  of  and  sell  and 
15  realise  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  lunatic,  and  to  exercise 
all  the  powers  which  could  be  exercised  by  the  legal  personal 
representative  of  the  lunatic  if  he  were  dead ; and  the  receipt  of 
the  person  so  authorised  shall  be  a valid  discharge  to  any  person 
who  pays  any  money  or  delivers  any  property  of  the  lunatic  to 
20  such  person. 

(2.)  The  judge  by  whom  such  order  is  made  may  by  the  same 
or  any  subsequent  order  or  orders  give  such  directions  as  he  shall 
think  fit  as  to  the  application  of  the  property  of  the  lunatic  for 
his  benefit  or  in  reimbursement  of  such  sums  as  may  have  been 
25  or  may  he  expended  by  the  guardians  of  the  union  for  his  care  or 
relief,  or  of  the  costs  or  expenses  incurred  in  relation  to  the  lunatic 
by  such  guardians,  or  by  the  person  acting  under  any  such  order 
as  aforesaid,  or  the  judge  may,  if  he  think ‘fit,  order  that  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  lunatic’s  property  he  paid  into 
30  the  county  court  to  the  credit  of  an  account  intituled  in  tbe  matter 
of  such  lunatic,  and  any  sum  so  paid  into  court  may  either  he 
invested  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  county  court  rules  in  force 
for  the  time  being,  or  be  paid  out  of  court  from  time  to  time  to 
such  person  as  the  judge  may  direct,  to  be  held  and  applied  for 
35  the  benefit  of  such  lunatic,  or  in  or  towards  such  reimbursement  as 
aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  the  judge  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

(3.)  The  person  acting  under  any  such  such  order  shall  render  an 
account  of  his  dealings  with  the  lunatic’s  property  to  the  judge  by 
40  whom  such  order  was  made  in  such  manner  as  the  judge  shall  from 
time  to  time  appoint.

43.  — (1.)  After  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  new  licence  shall  be 
granted  to  any  person  or  persons  for  a house  for  the  reception  of 
lunatics,  and  no  house  in  respect  of  which  there  is  at  the  passing 
of  this  Act  an  existing  licence  shall  be  licensed  for  a greater 
number  of  lunatics  than  the  number  authorised  by  the  existing  5 
licence. 

(2.)  This  section  does  not  apply  to  licensed  houses  used  solely 
for  the  reception  of  idiots  and  imbeciles. 

44.  — (1.)  Visitors  of  licensed  houses  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
justices  of  every  county  or  borough  in  the  manner  provided  by  10 
section  seventeen  of  the  Act  eight  and  nine  Victoria,  chapter  one 
hundred,  whether  there  is  a licensed  house  within  the  county  or 
borough  or  not.

(7.)  Where  a licence  has  been  transferred  by  the  justices  of  a

The  clerk  of  every  asylum  shall  on  the  first  of  January  in 
every  year  prepare  and  sign  a return  made  up  to  that  day  containing 
such  particulars  as  the  Commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  direct 
concerning  the  number  of  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths  of 
35  patients  under  treatment  in  the  asylum  during  the  previous  year, 
and  their  classification,  and  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  every 
such  first  of  January  send  the  return  to  the  Commissioners. 

(4.)  Every  clerk  to  the  guardians  of  a union  and  every  clerk  of 
an  asylum  who  makes  default  in  performing  the  duties  imposed 
40  upon  him  by  this  section,  shall  for  each  day  or  part  of  day  during 
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which  the  default  continues  forfeit  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
pounds. 

46. — (1.)  When  application  is  made  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act  for  the  registration  of  a hospital  for  the  reception  of  lunatics, 
the  managing  committee  or  superintendent  of  the  hospital  shall  5 
send  to  the  Commissioners  the  following  documents  : — 

a.  A statement  of  the  nature  and  constitution  of  the  hospital, 

the  mode  of  election  or  appointment,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  members  of  the  governing  body  : 

b.  A plan  of  all  houses,  buildings,  and  land  to  be  used  for  the  10 

accommodation  of  lunatics,  drawn  upon  a scale  not  less  than 
one  eighth  of  an  inch  to  a foot,  with  a description  of  the 
situation  of  the  hospital,  and  the  length,  breadth,  and  height 
of,  and  a reference  by  a figure  or  letter  to,  every  room  therein  : 

c.  A statement  of  the  quantity  of  land  not  covered  by  buildings  15 

annexed  to  the  hospital  and  appropriated  to  the  exclusive 
use,  exercise,  and  recreation  of  the  lunatic  patients  : 

d.  A statement  of  the  number  of  lunatic  patients  of  each  sex  to 

he  received,  and  of  the  means  by  which  the  sexes  are  to  be 
kept  apart : 20 

e.  A statement  of  the  class  of  patients  to  be  received,  and  the 

scale  of  charges  to  he  made  : 

(2.)  The  Commissioners,  upon  receipt  of  the  plans,  may  depute 
any  one  or  more  members  of  their  body,  or  may  employ  such  person 
or  persons  as  they  shall  think  fit,  to  inspect  the  hospital  and  report  25 
to  them  thereon. 

(3.)  If  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  hospital  ought 
not  to  he  registered  for  the  reception  of  lunatics,  they  shall  make  a 
written  report  to  a Secretary  of  State,  stating  the  reasons  for 
such  opinion,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  thereupon  finally  30 
determine  whether  the  hospital  ought  to  be  registered  or  not. 

(4.)  If  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  or  a Secretary  of  State 
determines  that  the  hospital  ought  to  he  registered,  the  Commis- 
sioners shall  issue  a provisional  certificate  of  registration.

50.  — (1.)  The  accounts  of  every  registered  hospital  shall  be 
audited  once  a year  by  a member  of  the  Institute  of  Chartered 
Accountants,  and  shall  be  printed. 

(2.)  The  Commissioners  may,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  prescribe  the 
form  in  which  the  accounts  of  any  registered  hospital  are  to  be  kept.  5 

51.  The  committee  of  management  of  any  hospital  may,  out 
of  the  surplus  profits  of  the  hospital,  grant  to  any  officer  or 
servant  who  is  incapacitated  by  confirmed  illness,  age,  or 
infirmity,  or  who  has  been  an  officer  or  servant  in  the  hospital 
for  not  less  than  fifteen  years  and  is  not  less  than  fifty  years  10 
old,  such  superannuation  allowance,  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of 
the  salary  of  the  superannuated  person,  as  the  committee  think  fit. 

52.  — (1.)  The  superintendent  of  every  registered  hospital  shall 
send  to  the  Commissioners,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  of  December 

in  each  year,  the  following  documents  : 15 

a.  A list  containing  the  names,  addresses,  and  descriptions  of  the 

members  of  the  governing  body,  and  the  principal  medical 
and  other  officers  of  the  hospital : 

b.  A copy  of  the  last  printed  accounts  of  the  hospital. 

(2.)  Any  superintendent  who  makes  default  in  performing  the  20 
obligation  imposed  upon  him  by  this  section  shall  for  every  week 
during  which  the  default  continues  forfeit  any  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  pounds. 

53.  The  following  persons  shall  be  disqualified  from  being 

members  of  the  governing  body  of  a registered  hospital : 25 

a.  Any  medical  or  other  officer  of  the  hospital : 

b.  Any  person  who  is  interested  in  or  participates  in  the  profits 

of  any  contract  with  or  work  done  for  the  governing  body 
or  committee  of  management  of  the  hospital,  but  so  that  this 
disqualification  shall  not  extend  to  a person  who  is  a member  30 
of  an  incorporated  company  which  has  entered  into  a 
contract  with  or  done  any  work  for  the  governing  body  or 
committee. 

54. — (1.)  The  Commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  require  the 
superintendent  or  any  other  officer  of  a registered  hospital  to  give  35 
them  such  information  as  the  Commissioners  shall  think  fit  as  to 
ihe  mode  in  which  the  regulations  of  the  hospital  are  carried  out. 

(2.)  If  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  regulations  are 
not  properly  carried  out,  they  may  give  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
hospital  notice  stating  the  particulars  in  which  the  regulations  are  40 
not  properly  carried  out,  and  requiring  him  to  do  such  things  as 
the  Commissioners  may  think  proper  for  carrying  out  the  same. 
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(3.)  If  at  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  notice 
the  superintendent  has  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners, 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  notice,  the  Commissioners, 
with  the  consent  in  writing  of  a Secretary  of  State,  may  make  an 
5 order  directing  the  hospital  to  he  closed  as  from  the  date  named 
in  the  order,  so  far  as  the  reception  and  detention  of  lunatics  is 
concerned. 

(4.)  If  any  lunatics  are  detained  or  kept  in  the  hospital  after 
the  date  appointed  by  the  order  for  closing  the  hospital,  (he

55.  As  from,  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  agreement  shall  be  made 
between  the  justices  of  any  county  or  borough  and  the  subscribers 
to  a hospital  for  uniting  to  provide  and  maintain  an  asylum  or  for 
the  reception  of  pauper  patients  into  the  hospital. 

15  56. — (1.)  Lunatics  not  paupers  may  be  received  into  any  asylum 

provided  under  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  and  the  Acts 
amending  the  same,  or  under  this  Act,  upon  such  terms  as  to 
payment  and  accommodation  as  the  committee  of  visitors  may 
think  fit.  All  enactments  as  to  the  conditions  on  which  such

So  much  of  section  forty-three  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act, 
1853,  as  requires  that  a lunatic  not  a pauper  admitted  into  an 
30  asylum  shall  have  the  same  accommodation  in  all  respects  as  the 
pauper  lunatics,  is  hereby  repealed. 

57. — (1.)  The  committee  of  visitors  of  any  asylum  with  the 
consent  of  the  justices  at  the  quarter  sessions  of  each  county  and 
borough  for  which  the  asylum  is  provided,  and  with  the  approval  in 
35  writing  of  a Secretary  of  State,  may  make  such  alterations  in  or 
additions  to  the  asylum,  either  by  way  of  detached  buildings  or 
blocks  of  buildings  or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  think  fit  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  accommodation  for  lunatics  not  paupers. 

(2.)  The  plans  and  estimates  for  all  alterations  in  or  additions  to 
40  be  made  to  an  asylum  under  this  section  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Commissioners,  who  shall  report  thereon  in  writing  to  a Secretarv 
of  State. 
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(3.)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  direct  such  alterations  in  and 
additions  to  the  plans  to  be  made  as  he  shall  think  fit. 

The  justices  of  any  county  or  borough  either  alone  or 
in  union  with  the  justices  of  any  other  county  or  borough  or 
counties  or  boroughs  may  make  provision  for  the  reception  of  pauper  5 
and  private  patients  together  or  in  separate  asylums,  and  they  may 
provide  separate  asylums  for  idiots  or  patients  suffering  from  any 
particular  class  of  mental  disorder. 

(2.)  Tor  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  justices  may  erect  a 
new  asylum  or  new  asylums,  or  enlarge  any  existing  asylum  or  10 
asylums,  or  purchase  any  licensed  or  other  house  or  houses  and 
land  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

(3.)  All  the  powers  and  provisions  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act, 
1853,  and  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  shall  extend  to  asylums 
provided  under  this  Act  as  if  such  asylums  were  asylums  authorised  15 
to  he  provided  under  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853. 

59.  Where,  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  justices  of  a 
borough  have  contracted,  or  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
contract,  with  the  committee  of  visitors  of  an  asylum  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  borough  into  the  asylum,  and  the  20 
parties  to  the  contract,  or  either  of  them,  have  power  to  determine 
the  contract,  the  contract  shall  not  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  be 
determined  without  the  consent  of  a Secretary  of  State. 

60.  — (1.)  If  by  a report  of  the  Commissioners,  or  for  any  other 
reason,  it  appears  to  a Secretary  of  State  that  additional  accom-  25 
modation  is  required  for  pauper  lunatics  or  for  lunatics  not  being 
paupers,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  by  order  under  his  hand 
require  the  justices  of  any  county  or  borough,  either  alone  or  in 
union  with  the  justices  of  any  other  county  or  borough  or  counties 

or  boroughs  named  in  the  order,  within  such  time  as  may  he  30 
limited  by  the  order,  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  and  the  Acts  amending  the  same  and 
this  Act,  by  providing  asylum  accommodation  for  such  number  of 
lunatics  as  he  may  think  fit. 

(2.)  If  the  order  is  disobeyed  it  may  be  enforced  by  Mandamus,  35 
or  a Secretary  of  State  may  appoint  some  person  to  carry  the  order 
into  effect. 

(3.)  Every  person  so  appointed  may  without  further  consent 
exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  justices  of  counties  and 
boroughs  by  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  and  the  Acts  amending  40 
the  same. 
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(4.)  A Secretary  of  State  may  certify  the  amount  of  the  expenses  A.D.  1886. 
incurred  in  carrying  into  effect  any  such  order,  including  therein 
such  remuneration  as  he  may  think  proper  to  the  person  appointed 
to  carry  the  order  into  effect. 

5 (5.)  The  amount  so  certified  shall  be  deemed  to  he  expenses 

properly  incurred  by  the  justices  or  council  of  the  county  or  borough, 
and  shall  be  a debt  due  from  them  and  payable  out  of  any  rate 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred  under  the  Lunatic  i6&i7Vict.

10  (6.)  If  the  certified  amount  is  not  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the 

county  or  borough  within  fourteen  days  after  demand,  the  Secretary 
of  State  may  by  order  empower  any  person  by  and  out  of  such  rate 
as  aforesaid  to  levy  the  amount,  and  also  such  further  sum  to  be 
certified  by  a Secretary  of  State  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  sufficient 
15  to  defray  all  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  the  levy.

(3.)  Every  such  charge  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  justices 
or  council  of  the  county  or  borough  were  empowered  to  raise  the 
40  loan  on  the  security  of  the  local  rate  and  had  duly  executed  an 
instrument  charging  the  same  on  the  rate. 

62.  — (1.)  A medical  or  legal  Commissioner  may,  upon  resigning  fn^funess*1 

his  office,  be  appointed  to  fill  any  vacancy  among  the  Commissioners,  of  Commis- 
sioners.

75.  The  Lord  Chancellor  may  from  time  to  time  by  order  35 
prescribe  the  forms  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  reports,  state- 
ments, lists,  and  other  documents  under  the  Act  eight  and  nine 
Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred,  and  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853, 
and  the  Acts  amending  those  Acts,  and  under  this  Act,  in  all  cases 
where  forms  are  not  prescribed  by  the  said  Acts,  and  also  for  the  40 
purpose  of  proceedings  under  the  said  Acts  before  justices  or  at 
quarter  sessions,  and  may  also  prescribe  the  size  and  quality  of 
paper  to  be  used.
